The Fire Island life-savers said 


the vessel was '} ing in ?,n ca«v po- 
sition and the sea \\as smooth. 


There \\as a dfiiise fog hanging 


over the ocean, however, and the 
wind showed a tendency 
to in- 


crease in force. 


A strong wind 
and 
high sea 


would make the situation extreme- 
ly serious. 


Efforts to float the Indus \\erc 


begun immediately after she struck 
the bar, a.nd as soon as communi- 
cation with the short was had the 
captain of the steamer asked that 
tugs be sent to his assistance. 


It is thought that the Indus has 


not suffered any serious damage 
thus far. and that she would have 
no difficulty in proceeding if she 
could be worked into deep water. 


When the observers at the ma- 


rine station at Fire Island first saw 
the 
signals 
of distress 
it 
was 


thought that one of the big trans- 
Atlantic 
passengers 
steamers 


might have lost her bearings in the 
dense fog and brought up on the 
bar. 


The weather was so thick as to 


render identification impossible at 
that time, however, and it was not 
until the life-saving crew returned 
to shore that the true identity of 
the craft was known. 


The Indus has no passengers. 


She is a tramp steamer, owned by 
James Xourse, Limited, of Lon- 
don. 


A wrecking tug was started for 


the scene immediately after 
the 


news of the Indus- predicament 
reached this city. 


The Indus is a new vessel, hav-' 


ing been built in Glasgow onlv a 
year ago. 
She is 350 feet in length, 


of 2100 tons burden and carries a 
crew of 25 men. 


Her commander. Captain Kydd. 


was making his first trip in the In- 
dus when she went aground.

LICENSE LAW 


DECLARED VOID 


BERKELEY, January 12.—The dis- 


cover}- was made today by the town 
officials of Berkeley that their entire 
license ordinance was worthless be- 
cause of the provision that free li- 
censes may be granted at the discretion 
3t the trustees. 
The discovery was 


announced by Town Attorney Hayne in 
Justice Edgar's court this morning in 
the case of E. P. Carlson, a vegetable 
peddler arrested for doing business 
without a license. 


Town Attorney Hayne told the court 


that Judge Hall of the Superior Court 
of Oakland had informed him that the 
license ordinance in all Us parts was 
of no effect because of the free license 
provision. This provision, Judge Hall 
said, constituted a discrimination that 
Is illegal. 


Justice Edgar accordingly dismissed 


the charge against Carlson. The trus- 
tees will now be obliged to adopt an 
entirely new license ordinance with 
the objectionable free license provision 
omitted 
Meanwhile it will be impqs- 


sible to collect any licenses required 
under the ordinance hitherto enforced.

Politican Gives Testimony 


in the Smoot 
Investigation, 


WASHINGTON, January 12.— 


The defense in the Senator Smoot 
investigation 
before the Senate 


Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions to-day called to the stand F. 
H. Holzheimer, a practicing law- 
yer of Pocatello, Idaho. He lived 
in Utah for about twenty years be- 
fore going to Idaho, but two years 
ago. He belongs to the Episcopal 
Church and said he always had 
been a Democrat except for a time 
in Utah when, in common with all 
Gentiles, he belonged to the Lib- 
eral party. 


The examination of Mr. Holz- 


heimer was confined almost entire- 
ly to political conditions in Idaho. 
He was a member of the last Dem- 
ocratic convention 
which adopted 


an anti-Mormon plank, and served 
on the resolutions committee. 


He declared that he had opposed 


a plank "for the extermination of 
polygamy and polygamous_ cohabi- 
tation and the separation of church 
and State" on the ground that no 
plank of that character was needed, 
as there had been no plural mar- 
riages in the State since the mani- 
festo. 


The witness said a majority of 


the delegates were opposed to the 
plank, but that the resolution was 
iorced on the convention because 
it was understood that Former 
Senator Heitfe'ld, who had been 
endorsed for Governor, had made a 
pledge to the National convention 
that it should be adopted. 


Afterwa.rd he was nominated by 


the convention for Congress, but 
subsequently declined to run on 
:he ticket because the party leaders 
proposed to conduct a campaign

These leaders, the witness said,

An Obstacle to River Improvement. 


The plan of reclamation and control of the Sacramento and San 


Joaquin rivers devised by the River Commission is beginning to 
arouse some misgivings. Some persons are inclined to believe that if 
carried out it will result in shoaling Carquinez straits and San Pablo 
bay to an extent injurious to navigation. By confining the rivers in a 
narrow dyked channel the flow will be accelerated and scouring will 
take'place. There will be no place for sediment to settle and deposit till 
Carqainez straits is reached. San Pablo bay spreads out immediately 
below, and it is feared the silt brought down in the rivers will fill up 
the channels leading to Mare Island, Port Costa. These channels have 
shoaled to such an extent of late years that the Government has been 
'compelled to dredge them out. If the United States engineers see in 
the projected plan of improvement any menace to navigation intersts, 
the hope of securing Federal aid for the project will have to be aban- 
doned! The Government is not interested in tide land reclamation 
but it 'is interested in navigation, and it will regard keeping the chan- 
nels unobstructed superior to every other consideration. As yet no- 
body technically informed has undertaken to answer the objection ad- 
vanced against the proposed plan or to show that the threatened dan- 
ger to the channels threading San Pablo bay are imaginary. It is need- 
less to say that public sentiment at large will vigorously oppose any 
scheme that will endanger deep water navigation to Suisun bay. State 
aid would therefore be as impossible to get as aid from the Govern- 
ment.

Population Moving Across East River 


Brooklyn borough of Greater New York is growing much faster 


than Manhattan. The World notes this in pointing out that at the 
last election Brooklyn polled seven votes to every nine1 polled in the 
original city oE New York. According to the World's forecast the 
larger proportion of the inhabitants of the present city of New York 
will dwell on the Long Island side of East river. The borough of 
Manhattan has about reached rhe limit of population. Tenements and 
chvellings are being constantly torn down to make room for business 
blocks and public institutions. Consequently population is driven out of 
the down-town districts nearly as fast as it increases at the upper end 
of the island. The new bridges across East river have greatly ac- 
celerated the movement of population to the Long Island boroughs 
and. their suburbs. It is out of the ordinary to find such a movement 
from the mainland lo an island, but the peculiar topographical situa- 
tion'in Greater New York explains it. Manhattan is a long wedge be- 
tween North River and Long Island Sound and expansion to the 
north compels a much longer travel to and from the business district 
than is required of residents of Brooklyn and Queen's County. As 
San Francisco grows there is still more reason why population should 
center on this side of the bay, which is relatively better situated than 
the boroughs across East river.

TheNExodus of Russian Jews. 


The Jewish exodus from Russia is flooding the United States with 


poor immigrants who settle in the great cities of the East. 
During 


the last five months the Russian Jews arriving at New York outnum- 
'bered any other nationality, no less than 75,160 landing at Castle »Gar- 
'ften. These Russian Hebrews are coming here to escape persecution 
and military sen ice. Y\ hile their forlorn plight in their native country 
excites compassion, the coining here of so many poor people creates 
an embarrassing problem. They are forming ghettos in the large East- 
'ern cities. In these ghettos the sweat-shop system flourishes and a 
curious system of patriarchal government obtains. If these Jewish 
•immigrants \\ould go to the more sparsely settled sections of the 
country and engage in farming and other rural pursuits they would be 
,rnore than welcome. But unfortunate!) they huddle together in the 
;great cities and cling to ancient customs and foreign idioms of speech. 
How long the influx will continue and what its effect will be can only 
'be conjectured, but the coming tide appears to have only fairly started, 
,if we are to judge from the statement of a correspondent of the Lon- 
don Telegraph, who has been traveling in Southern Russia. This cor- 
respondent said two out of every three Jews he interviewed expressed 
a desire to come to America. Some are going to England and Ger- 
many, a, lew to France and Canada, but the great mass of them have 
their eyes fixed on the United States. 
He' adds that the desire to 


abandon Russia, seems to be taking possession of the Jews in the Black 
Sea provinces, and he makes the prediction that in a quarter of a cen- 
tury the United States will contain more Jews than any other country in 
the world. The Russian offcials appear to be encouraging the exodus, 
which is also being promoted'by the wealthier Jews both in and out of 
Russia.

Authorities at University of Cali- 


fornia Are Against 


Change. 


BERKELEY, January 12.—Now that 


the present intercollegiate agreement 
between Stanford and the University 
of California is 
void 
by expiration 


there has been considerable talk of 
leaving out that section providing for 
graduate coaches when the n-e\v agree- 
ment is made and returning to the old 
system of Eastern coaches. 


Since the graduate coach system has 


been In force, the University of Cali- 
fornia has has the worst of It in foot- 
ball. 
Unlike Stanford, sh-e haa been 


unable to secure a coach that is in 
touch, with the modern game, and the 
game that is played on the Berkeley [ 
gridiron la the same that Gavy Coch- 
rane taught years ago. That the new 
game as developed at Harvard and 
Yale is superior to this Is seen in the 
present Stanford team. 


This year's defeat' has precipitated a 


controversy at the University of Cali- 
fornia. 
There are those that declare 


that an infusion of Eastern methods 
Is all that will save California from 


eternal defeat at the hands of the Car- 
dinal team as long as Lanagrn's gme 
Is remembered at Stanford. 


To answer these, a few sceptics say 


that if graduate coaches are abolished, 
Stanford will secure Billy Reed and 
that he can put a winning- team onto 
the Held against California, 
The re- 


tort Is made that California brawn and 
spirit can beat anything If the men 
only knew the game and that they need 
a reorganization of methods. 


Although the student body is inclined 


to the latter view, a change is not like- 
ly because the faculty of the Univer- 
sity are almost a unit against Eastern 
coaches. 


"Eastern coaches tend to profession- 


alism 
In 
football," says President 


Wheeler, "and I am for pure sport." 


"We do not want any change," said 


Col. Edwards, faculty member of the 
athletic committee. "The desired re- 
sult could be obttained "by sending a 
man from our own University East 
each year to learn thevgame. I agree 
that we need a revision if our style 
of, play, 'but we don't want the Eastern 
coach."

the conduct of affairs of a corporation 
in which they are interested and to 
elect one or moie dlrectois to protect j 
••heir interests aic by cumulated vote ' 
of these old proxies, defeated in thi; 
laudable endeavor. 


"In this way, some corporations are 


managed by officers having but a com- 
paiativeiy small interest theiem and 
ecncrollerl by absent stockholder wno 
know nothin™ about the at'tairs of the 
corporation, 
and who even, in some 


^ises. have forgotten that they own 
.\ny stock or that they evet gave any 
proxy. 


"It would s»em to be sufficient thai 


proxies should be rencieied every year 
at least, though they might provide 
therein that they shall continue to run 
for live yeais and effect will be given 
to such provision." 


SACRAMENTO, January 12.—Sena- 


tor Belshaw has introduced the bill 
providing: for the recession of Yosem- 
ite Valley to t.ie National Govern- 
ment. 
He has done this at the In- 


stance of the San Fran^.sco Board of 
Trade which has devoted a great deal 
of attention to the subject. 
Among 


other things, it has published a pamph- 
let giving a history of the valley since 
it was first discoveied by white men 
and tells what has been done and how 
much money has been expended ay 
the government of Califoinia, In ren- 
dering it accessible to the public and 
keeping it in a presentable condition. 


A copy of this pamphlet, accom- 


panied by a personal letter, has been 
received toy each member of the Ala- 
meda county Delegation. 
The letter 


urges the lecipient to vote for the 
passnge of the measure on the ground, 
mainly that the State cannot keep the 
roads and other features inside the 
valley in good condition, whereas, all 
this could be clone in a satisfactory 
manner by the National Government. 


COMMISSION'S VIEWS.

Assemblyman Walsh has introduced 


a bill regulating the responsibility of 
employers in cases of accident to their 
employes. A bill similar to this was 
introduced at the last session of the 
Legislature by Senator Lukens. 
The 


measure was successful In the Senate . 
but failed of passage in the Assembly. 


VACQINATION ATTACKED. 


The question*of vaccination has at 


length reached the Legislature through 
the medium of a bill intioduced into 
the Senate by Senator Leavitt of Oak- 
land. 
This measure prohibits school 


directors, Boards of Education and oth- 
er bodies having charge of the educa- 
tion of youth from insisting upon vac- 
cination as a condition of admission 
to any of the public educational insti- 
tutions of the Slate. 


The measure 
is, the outgrowth of 


opposition to the insistence, on the part 
of the Board of Education of Oakland 
and several other cities, that children 
must show certificates of vaccination 
before being enrol'ed,, in the public 
schools of the cities in question. 


The refusal 
of admission to the 


schools of children who couldn't show 
that 
they had been vaccinated was 


based upon an order from the State 
Board of Health, through Its secre- 
tary, Dr. N. K. Foster, formerly of 
Oakland, who officially declared that 
that was one of the requirements of 
the State law. 


Since that time, opposition to the 


enforcement of the law has come from 
several parts of the State and this 
opposition has been voiced by the law 
under consideration. 


In this connection, It may be stated 


that all the members of the Alameda 
county delegation have received letters 
from the Oakland 
Medical 
Society, 


urging- them to support the law now 
on the statute books which insists up- 
on vaccination as a condition prece- 
dent 
to 
the public schools of the 


county.
